WAVE OF 
VIOLENCE 

BAGHDAD BOMBINGS KILL AT LEAST 121

BAGHDAD A series of coordinated attacks struck 
Baghdad on Tuesday, including two suicide car 
bombers and another vehicle that blew up 
near government sites. At least 121 people were 
killed and hundreds wounded in the worst wave 
of violence in the capital in more than a month, 
authorities said. 

A total of five attacks, which also included 
a suicide car bomb on a police patrol, showed 
the ability of insurgents to strike high-profile 
targets in the heart of Baghdad and marked 
the third time since August that government 
buildings were targeted with multiple blasts 
that killed more than 100 people. 

The bombings reinforced concerns about 
shortcomings in Iraqi security as U.S. forces plan 
their withdrawal, and parliament held an emer- 
gency session with many lawmakers demanding 
answers for apparent security lapses. 

Iraq’s military spokesman blamed the car- 
nage on an alliance of al-Qaida in Iraq and 
members of Saddam Hussein’s banned Baath 


Party The U.S. military has sent some troops 
and forensic equipment to assist the Iraqis in 
the aftermath, said Army Master Sgt. Nicholas 
Conner, a military spokesman. 

Overall violence has dropped sharply around 
Iraq in the past year, though insurgents have 
stepped up attacks at government sites in recent 
months. The bombings marked the most seri- 
ous spate of violence in Baghdad since twin car 
bombs struck outside government offices Oct. 
25, killing at least 155 people. In August, suicide 
bombers hit the finance and foreign ministries, 
killing more than 100 people. 

Iraqi officials blamed the August and October 
attacks on al-Qaida in Iraq and loyalists of the 
Baath Party— even bringing out three suspects 
on national TV who gave what officials termed 
confessions. 

There was no immediate claim of responsi- 
bility for Tuesday’s attacks, though al-Qaida in 
Iraq had said it was behind the last two mas- 
sive bombings against government buildings in 
Baghdad in August and October.

Tiger Woods’ mother-in-law released from hospital

OCOEE, Fla. Tiger Woods’ mother-in-law 
collapsed at his home and was rushed 
to a hospital early Tuesday, touching off 
the second media frenzy in two weeks 
surrounding the pro golfer’s carefully 
guarded private life. 

Barbro Holmberg was taken by 
ambulance to Health Central Hospital 
with stomach pains after a 911 call from 


Woods’ house. Holmberg, a Swedish 
politician, was released about 11 hours 
later and returned to Woods’ mansion, 
hospital spokesman Dan Yates said. 

“She was wheeled out in a wheelchair 
just like everyone else,” Tates said. 

In a recording of the 911 call obtained 
Tuesday by The Associated Press, a pan- 
icking woman tells the dispatcher that 
her mother has collapsed. 


“Hurry up,” the woman says as a child 
can be heard crying in the background. 
“She collapsed in the bathroom. What 
do I do?” 

A few seconds later the woman said 
her mother was breathing normally, talk- 
ing and didn’t appear to be hurt. 

The caller wasn’t identified. Woods’ 
wife, Elin Nordegren, has a twin sister, 
but it wasn’t clear whether she was at 


the house. 

Health Central is the same hospi- 
tal where Woods was treated after he 
crashed his SUV outside his home in 
Windermere last month. 

Holmberg, 57, arrived in the U.S. a few 
days ago, Tates said, just as her daughter 
grappled with fallout from the crash and 
the ensuing statement from Woods that 
he had extramarital “transgressions.”

Plummeting 
temps and 
some snow 
expected

If you thought Tuesday’s fluffy wet snow 
and the whipping winds were bad, wait 
until a sub-freezing wind chill is added to 
the mix. 

Chicago’s met- 
ropolitan area 
is not expected 
to see much of 
the heavy snow- 
fall expected 
to dump 4 to 
8 inches of snow 
northwest of the 
city Wednesday, 
but residents can 
expect a rapidly 
falling mercury by 
mid-morning, according to the National 
Weather Service. 

Temperatures falling below freezing 
coupled with the rain and snow that fell 
overnight could cause some tricky road 
conditions by n a.m. 

“Tou probably aren’t going to have a lot 
of time to dry up before temperatures fall 
below freezing ... so we could have some 
icy concerns with that,” meteorologist 
Mark Ratzer said. 

By 6 a.m., temperatures will hover just 
above freezing, but will fall throughout 
the day, Ratzer said. The chilly weath- 
er will be aided by wind gusts of 25 to 
35 mph. 

A winter storm warning is in effect 
until 6 p.m. Wednesday for much of 
northern Illinois. 

The storm likely will dump between 
2 and 4 inches in most of the affected 
areas overnight, Ratzer said. 

Chris Ware, 21, of Maywood didn’t let 
Tuesday’s snow get in the way of his plans. 
Ware has a job interview tomorrow and 
needed a haircut. 

So he hopped into his car, stopped for 
gas on Roosevelt Road and dusted off an 
inch of snow from the windows before 
heading to his barber. 

“I’ve been living here my whole life. 
I’m used to it by now,” he said.

Supreme Court justices skeptical of anti-corruption law 


Supreme Court justices gave a highly skeptical 
hearing Tuesday to government lawyers 
defending an anti-corruption law that makes 
it a crime to deprive an agency or employer of 
“honest services.” 

The justices took turns suggesting the law is 
too vague and open-ended and fails to spell out 
what is a crime. 

Prosecutors have used the law against 


honest services fraud as their favorite weapon 
against public corruption. It allows them to 
win convictions for allegedly corrupt schemes 
even when they cannot prove a public official 
stole money or took a bribe. The court’s 
decision could upset or complicate the pending 
prosecution of former Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
for allegedly attempting to sell the Senate seat 
vacated by President Obama. l.a. times 


Former governor revisits 
now-infamous quote

As he marked the one-year anniversary of his 
arrest, ex-Gov Rod Blagojevich on Tuesday 
reasserted his innocence by autographing a 
copy of the U.S. Constitution with his now- 
infamous catchphrase, “fn golden.” 

The indicted politician scrawled the near-pro- 
fanity on the nation’s most sacred of documents 
at a book signing on the University of Chicago 
campus. A student asked Blagojevich to sign near 
the 17th Amendment— the one dealing with the 
appointment of U.S. senators. In other words, 
the very type of seat that federal prosecutors say 
Blagojevich tried to sell and was allegedly heard 
describing as “[bleeping] golden” on a wiretap. 

‘Always remember the rule of law is sac- 
rosanct, nay it is more— it is fn golden,” 
Blagojevich wrote on the page Tuesday 

Federal authorities arrested Blagojevich 


on Dec. 9, 2008, on corruption charges that 
included an alleged attempt to sell President 
Obama’s vacant Senate seat. The governor was 
later impeached and ousted from office. 

Blagojevich also wrote “this is f’n golden” 
on a postcard depicting Obama in front of the 
White House. 

“I’m OK with writing it,” he told reporters. “I 
did not write the bad word. I abbreviated it.” 

Blagojevich maintained a breezy atmosphere 
as he chatted with students about their majors 
and hometowns. The event did not take a seri- 


ous tone until reporters asked him about the 
U.S. Supreme Court’s interest in challenges to 
the “honest services” fraud law under which he 
has been charged. To avoid possible delays as 
the high court mulls a decision, federal prosecu- 
tors plan to bring a revised indictment against 
the ex-governor next month. 

“It’s interesting that my accusers are tell- 
ing a different story than they told last year,” 
Blagojevich said. “They’re changing the alle- 
gations because they know that I did nothing 
wrong.”

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Man accused of posing as cop 


A man who works for an auto-repossession firm faces 
a felony police impersonation charge after he tried 
to take a car from a woman and her son outside a 
Southwest Side police station by claiming to be a 
police officer, authorities said.

Carrera contacted a woman in her 30s on Monday 
morning and told her that there had been a multi- 
vehicle accident involving her son, and that he had to 
turn himself in at the Chicago Lawn District Police 


Station, in the 3400 block of West 63rd Street, said 
Assistant State’s Atty. Lorraine Scaduto. 

Carrera said he was “Deputy Pulaski, from 26th 
and California,” Scaduto said. 

When the mother and son arrived outside the 
police station, Carrera told the son to get out of 
the car, Scaduto said. Carrera, who was wearing a 
badge around his neck, said he was a police officer 
and ordered the woman and two witnesses who were 
with her out of the car, police said.

EAST HILLS, N.Y. A man was rescued after 
spending more than four hours Tuesday 
trapped up to his chest in sand and soil after fall- 
ing into a Long Island cesspool, authorities said. 

The man, who was not immediately identi- 
fied, was in stable condition after being taken 
to a hospital. 

Assistant Roslyn Fire Chief Adam Roll said 
the man appeared to be in his 20s. Rescue 
personnel monitored the victim’s vital signs 
throughout the rescue operation and he was 
always in stable condition, Boll said. 

Authorities were called to the neighborhood of 
million-dollar homes on Long Island’s so-called 
“Gold Coast” shortly after 11 a.m. Nassau County 
Police Detective Lt. Kevin Smith said the work- 
er apparently had been inside the 18 -foot hole, 
worldng to install a new cesspool tank, when the 
dirt walls surrounding him began to collapse. 

A second worker became temporarily trapped 
trying to rescue his colleague, but was not seri- 
ously hurt, police said. 

In addition to rescue workers from vari- 
ous local volunteer fire departments, the 
Fire Department of New York sent its exca- 
vation team to the site on Long Island, and 
Consolidated Edison and the Long Island 
Power Authority also sent equipment.

STOCK ’ll’ ROLL 


Danica Patrick to race 
part-time on NASCAR 
circuit next year

PHOENIX Danica Patrick received all kinds 
of advice during her lengthy flirtation with 
NASCAR. Some encouraged her to give 
it a try, while others openly wondered why 
IndyCar’s biggest star would open herself up 
to such scrutiny 

Now that she’s officially a part-time 
NASCAR driver— she announced a two- 
year deal Tuesday to drive for the second- 
tier Nationwide Series team owned by Rick 
Hendrick and Dale Earnhardt Jr.— how will 
she be received? “I expect her to be eaten up 
by the wolves,” said Kelley Earnhardt, general 
manager of JR Motorsports. 

Earnhardt quickly said she was only jok- 
ing, and clarified that she expects Patrick, 27, 
to be respected immediately But there’s no 


doubt Patrick will face an enormous spotlight 
as she tries to become the only female driver 
currently competing in one of NASCAR’s top 
two series. 

Patrick will run a full IndyCar Series sched- 
ule with Andretti Autosport and squeeze 
NASCAR in when she can. Her immediate 
plans are to participate in the ARCA test next 
week at Daytona International Speedway and 
make her stock-car debut in that series opener 
Feb. 6 — one day before she’ll star in two Super 
Bowl ads for sponsor GoDaddycom. 

JR Motorsports fields cars in the 
Nationwide Series but does not have a sched- 
ule mapped out for Patrick. Unclear is how 
many races she’ll run, when she’ll fit them 
in or when she’ll get the seat time needed to 
learn how to drive a stock car. 

Patrick, who has one victory in five seasons 
of IndyCar racing, unveiled her green and 
orange No. 7 Chevrolet in a news conference 
at Chase Field with GoDaddycom, which is 
sponsoring her in both series. GoDaddy had 


an existing relationship with JR Motorsports 
that helped pave the way for Patrick to choose 
the Earnhardt-owned team over everyone else 
jockeying for her in NASCAR. 

She took a summer tour through North 
Carolina meeting various drivers and car 
owners, and there was a time when former 
IndyCar Series champion Tony Stewart was 
thought to be the front-runner for her move 
to NASCAR. In the end, though, the cross- 
over relationship with GoDaddy made JR 
Motorsports the obvious choice. 

Although the deal was announced only 
Tuesday, it’s believed Patrick had settled on 
the organization many weeks ago and had 
only been waiting to announce her IndyCar 
deal to finalize the NASCAR contract. 

“There’s no mystery that I went to 
Charlotte during the summer and visited 
with various teams,” said Patrick, adding she 
picked JRM because “first and foremost, I’m 
going to drive for a great team. There is ade- 
quate and proper support.”

Rarely do these artists redefine the industry, but that doesn’t mean they don’t justify 
the buzz. The best examples this year were Japandroids’ exciting ‘Post-Nothing,’ 9 
which sets a clock for the end of youth and then throws the clock out of a convertible, 
and Hockey’s danceable “Mind Chaos,” which dares 70s rock to hit the disco. 

More strong debuts: Late of the Pier’s whirlwind “Fantasy Black Channel,” The 
Antlers’ haunting “Hospice” and Wale’s clever, fun “Attention Deficit.” We have to cheat 
to include the outrageously hook-heavy sophomore disc, “The Shape of Energy,” from 
South Dakota sextet We All Have Hooks for Hands.

Local master of sketch 
comedy directs a 
Second City milestone

To say that Mick Napier helped write the 
book on funny is no exaggeration. And it’s not 
even half the story: The 
Second City director also 
founded the Annoyance 
Theatre (1989); direct- 
ed several episodes of 
Comedy Central’s “Exit 
57 ” (i995 J 96); won a Jeff 
Award for “Paradigm 
Lost” (1997); wrote 
“Improvise. Scene from 
the Inside Out” (2004); and teaches improv 
around the world. A short list of his coworkers 
in the biz includes Second City alumni Amy 
Sedaris, Stephen Colbert, Tina Fey and Rachel 
Dratch, all of whom are returning to the stage 
this weekend for the Second City’s 50th anni- 
versary festival (most alumni performances are 
sold out). 

Napier adds his own efforts to the milestone 
by directing the 97th mainstage revue, “Taming 
of the Flu,” which opened on Sunday 

You were pretty nervous about directing 
your first mainstage show at Second City, 
“Citizen Gates,” in 1996. How do you feel about 
directing the 50th anniversary revue? 

I was completely freaked out. For the last few 
years I was secretly hoping that Second City 
would ask me to direct that show I felt really 
honored when they did. 

What can audiences expect from “Taming 
of the Flu”? 

A smart show. It gets silly, but it’s also really 


smart, very left-brain. And they can expect to 
laugh. It’s funny 

Your award-winning show, “Paradigm Lost,” 
featured Tina Fey and Rachel Dratch. They’re 
among the alumni returning to Second City 
this weekend. What kind of changes are they in 
store for? 

There are a lot of changes, and a lot of things 
have stayed the same. The changes some of 
the alumni might experience are production 
changes. Second City has invested more in 
their lighting, costumes, set design ... which 
I proudly feel like I’ve been a part of. Alumni 
are going to see greater diversity on stage: 
people of color, gender equality It used to be 
that Second City had white walls, a revolving 
door on stage, and four guys and two women. 
And white lights. I think that’s going to be 
met with some support, and some opposition. 


Will there be group reminiscing about 
low-budget productions of the past? 

You’ll get some of that, and I think other 
people are going to appreciate the value of it. 
One of the greatest moments of my life was 
when Alan Arkin came backstage {after seeing 
“Paradigm Lost”}, shook my hand and said, 
“That show was brilliant. It had a great deal 
of integrity” It was awesome. I don’t get star 
struck much in my life anymore, but ... 

Will you get star struck this weekend? 

I think so. It’s weird: Second City is asking me 
to come in and direct some of these guys in 
their scenes [for the anniversary shows]. Steve 
Colbert is a friend of mine. He was in the very 
first class I ever taught at Second City, but I 
haven’t seen him in about five years — since 
“The Colbert Report”— and I’m actually ask- 
ing myself, “How am I going to be around 
Steve?” and I don’t even know 

Anyone else you’re especially excited— or 
nervous— about seeing? 

I’m certainly looking forward to seeing Amy 


Sedaris. She’s probably the funniest person 
I’ve ever met in my life. When I see Amy, I 
have to decide whether or not to go up and say 
“Hi” to her because I will start crying in laugh- 
ter in about 10 seconds after I say hello. 

What’s the funniest thing you’ve seen lately 
that didn’t happen under your direction? 

Look it up on the Internet. It’s called the 
“Super Broker Shuffle.” And you will laugh. 

Do you remember the “Super Bowl Shuffle”? 

Absolutely. 

Okay, so there’s a bunch of brokers in the 
retail food industry who must have done 
a company convention, and they created a 
video. 

So it’s for real? 

It is for real, and it’ll make you laugh. If you 
don’t laugh, I’ll kill you.

When it debuted in 2004, “Lost” captured the atten- 
tion of* TV viewers, winning Emmys, ratings, and 
both critical and popular praise for its mix of mys- 
tery, fantasy and WTF moments. 

Its popularity may have dwindled among the mass- 
es over the years, but it always remained a fan-boy 
and girl favorite, breeding obsessive types who are a 
study in devotion and intelligence. 

Now every type of fan has another place to congre- 
gate: their ovai school. 

As the famously perplexing ABC series heads into 
its final season Feb. 2, its creators have launched 
Lost University, a multimedia experience that delves 
into the fields of study touched on in the show’s five 
years. 

Real university professors will teach short video 
courses on a variety of “Lost ’’-related subjects— and 
it’s not exactly a light curriculum either, with philos- 
ophy, physics and hieroglyphics, among others. 

“It’s a great medium, because you don’t want a 
TV show to become didactic,” says Sean Carroll, a 
professor at the California Institute of Technology 
who is teaching Introductory Physics ofTime Travel 
for the online university “It’s the perfect marriage of 
entertainment and education.” 

“Lost” students are provided reading lists, hand- 
outs, final exams and homework. Courses can be 
completed in a matter of days, but no date has been

set for the start of the second semester. And yes, 
there’s a diploma awaiting the studious. 

The project was announced in July at the San 
Diego Comic-Con International with a Web site 
and course catalog. But the first semester of classes 
were not set to begin until Tuesday — timed to the 
release of “Lost’s” fifth season on Blu-ray Though 
anyone can sign up online and participate in forums 
at lostuniversity.org, fans must have the show’s Blu- 
ray discs to access the courses.
